Don't bet on it* 

No one has 'been able to say exactly what it is 
costing American business and the consumer to 
keep up thev. paperwork demanded by federal; 
regulations. Bu^ one thing you can bank on: 
whatever the cost, it is being passed along to you 
in higher prices. ** 

Businesses don't really have any choice. If they 
didn't pass along their costs they couldn't survive.

FOR EXAMPLE, YOU MAY already be paying 
50 cents more for every prescription you have 
filled. So says Robert Wood, chairman of Eli Lilly 
and Company of Indianapolis, one of the world's 
largest ^pharmaceutical manufacturers, who 
recently testified before the commission on 
federal paperwork. (This is a federal bureau of 
recent vintage which is supposed to find ways to 
cut down on paperwork.) 

Wood told the commission that his. company 
prepares 27,000 government forms a year at a total 
cost of $5 million. It spends another $10 million a 
year on background work and analysis in the 
effort to comply with federal regulations. 
^_KesaidIhi s works out to about 50 cents added to 
the cost of each prescription for one of his 
company's medications. [.> '.;■-./■ • 

Wood also said that his company must spend 
more time completing government forms than it 
spends on research for cancer and heart disease 
combined. , 

LILLY TURNED OUT a ton of paperwork - 
200,000 pages - to complete its application to the 
, , Food, and Drug Administration for a new arthritis 
drug. About one-fourth of • the pages\ were 
important to evaluate the drug. The other 
three-quarters were detailed records of every 
patient who had received it during testing. 

In another case, a 151-page computer printout 
was required - just to index information the 
company and submitted to the Environmental 
Protection Agency for approval of an agricultural 
product. Each entry, represented from three to, 
i 3,000 pieces of information! ^ ^i i^ ^ --^ 

Wood argues that much of the problem is caused 
by business having * to resujunit records in 
duplicate and triplicate because a government 




bureau has claimed that the information is not 
^readily retrievable." In plain English, ;this 
means nobody can find it in the files. 

THOUGH HE DOES NOT quarrel with ttie need 
for health and safety standards, Wood calls for a
